Negroes Feel Safer. 


The confidence of General Young that 


his force is sufficient to render abortive 
any attempt at mob violence is -fully 
shared by the negroes. Many-more of 
them from the r«8idence districts of the 
city came to tho arsenal today, swell- 
ing the number now being sheltered by 
the state to four hundred. None of them 
hare left the place since they entered. 
It is feared that their 
very 
presence 


would incite a riot and they are guard- 
p-i as closely as is the ammunition kept 


' in the building. 
None are to be seen 


through the open doors of the armory 
and no negroes go in or out of the build- 
ing. 
The colored people are fed from 


the kitchens of the militia'men,"which are 
located just across the alley from the 
west entrance to tho building.

Candidate Letter Fiom Philippines Ex- 
pressing Wish for His

Make Political Address Friday. 


HOT SPRINGS, VH., Aug. 17.—The 


speech he is to make to the Virginia Re- 
publicans who ore coming here Friday 
next, was the engrossing subject with 
William H: Tuft today. The address is 
to he the first political utterance of the 
candidate since his Cincinnati speech of 
acceptance, and will be the only speech 
of its character he will make until his 
campaign opens in Cincinnati the first 
week in September.

the end of another six months the water 
of the Kenosha river will flow into the 
lake in all its virgin purity if the -plans 
of the N. R. Allen's company proposed 
to the special committee of the Common 
Council Thursday, night.are a success and 
provided nothing comes. up to -prevent 
the carrying out of those plans. The com- 
pany has been considering'the proposi- 
tion of disposing of the refuse of the big 
plant for nearly a year and after many 
consultations with Engineer J. W. Al- 
vord of Chicago, it is thought that a 
plan has been reached which will meet all 
the demands of the Kenosha Council and 
the State Board of Health. It will take 
several months to install this plant for 
the purification of the water but it is 
hoped that it will be in full working or- 
der before the ejid of the year. 


A general discussion of the plans of 


the company was held -Thursday evening 
and it was explained that the company 
was now ready to begin the work .and 
that if the plan was acceptable to. the 
city the building of the tank. necessary 
for the purification of the refuse from 
the tannery would be started the first 
of next week. The tank is to be of con- 
crets construction and large enough to 
take care of all the refuse from the great 
industry. 
By means of pumps this ref- 


use is to be pumped from the tannery 
into the tank which is arranged with 
a series of porous walls similar to the 
walls of a' filtration bed. The passage 
of the matter through these walls com- 
pletely purifies it, removing all of the 
solid matter and it is claimed that when 
the water has passed out of the tank it 
will be pure enough for table use.

to' sunfrnon aid." 


The'fa-flier of "the child was not at 


home, nor'were there any male; neigh- 
bors near by. Fearing that she "would 
be seized with 'tramps if 'she r'emafec'd 
in the cold water, Mrs. Stephensan .fas- 
tened her teeth'in the baby's frock and 
climbed the wall of the well with the 
aid of the rnpe.

old way as corporations and equally as 
certain expects to get their utility sup. 
plies cheaper, therefore it follows the 
municipal enterprise that can pay the 
actual expenditures and of course giving 
citizens a lower rate or else why con- 
duet such, and better service is under- 
stood, nre fortunate indeed.

Both parties are interested in under- 


standing how1 candidates view this mat- 
ter, understanding of course there can 
be no situation in .which members of 
one party will be obliged to vote for sen- 
atorial candidates of the other since, the 
primary law guards against this. 


For 
instance 'candidate McGovern' 


when running for district attorney of 
Milwaukee countj'', was defeated by the 
primary law, declaring voters were cor- 
rupted, inissled, or whatever the • 'ex- 
cuse, bolted the primary law and run- 
ning independent was 'elected.

OYEB. ITS FORESTS 


The-Methods Employed :in Protecting 


Timber Lands in the Reservations— 
Fighting Fires in the Ranges, Govern- 


ment Rangers. 


Writing from Visalia, C»L, under a late 


date a special correspondent of tho St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat has the following 
interesting-story: 


Ten miles from here pn an 
electric 


suburban railway, whosctcars were man- 
ufactured in one of St. Louis' big fac- 
tories, and are so marked, and we will 
start on a stage journey to the heart of 
the Sierra .Nevada Mountains. There we 
expect to see the greatest trees of the 
world. There we will.-see the great na- 
tional forests which far-seeing statesmen 
during this 
Republican -administration 


have decreed shall ba preserved for all 
time. 
There, are-other big trees and 


other national forests. There are cither 
areas which have been preserved from 
the rapacious maw of the timber octopus. 


There are other reserves 
where 
the 


green-coated ranger, with the authority 
of the national government, patrols night 
and day for signs of fire or to repel the 
invasion of sheep and cattle men. 
But 


there is no area in the world where the 
size of the trees begins 
to 
a-pproach 


those Of the big trees of California. In- 
deod, some men of science contend that 
they are relics of a prehistoric time, and 
when they pass from earth will disap- 
pear the last remnants of a past geologi- 
cal period. There is no part of .the Unit- 
ed States where n succession of national 
forests abut one on the other, and begin 
to cover anything like so great an area, 


T propose to invade the. great forests 


and t«Il of their wealth of timber, and 
of their natural beauties, and how very 
much there is left for a wise and far- 
seeing government to do in preserving 
them from destruction. 
But before we 


enter, with the assistance of Charles H. 
Shinn, who has 3,000,000 acres of reserve 
and a generous force of rangers under his 
direction, let us take a survey of the 
great forests and their acreage. 


Nation Holds Vast Tract. 


For a bird's-eye view and general sur- 


vey, 
roughly stated, the national forests 


extend from Lake Tahoe on the north to 
the Mojave Desert on the .south, all in 
the state of California, nnd including 
a strip of ,'ioO miles long and 100 miles 
wide. 
The national statutes formerly 


denned the portions of mountain and for- 
est land set aside by the government for 
preservation and for reforestation and 
scientific care, as forest reserves. 
Now 


'y are simply called national forests, 


no matter how little or how great they 
may be in size. 


Here, in the heart of the Siorra Ne- 


vada range of mountains, is a Microsfiion 
of national forests, four in number, in- 
cluding not loss than 20,000,000 acres. 
The four arc the Tahoe, Shasta, Siorra 
and Sequoia, Each is completely under 
tho rontrol'of tho government at Wash- 
ngton, represented hero in the forests 
iy organizations of forest rangers which 
'orm 
among the. host, most intelligent 


rind hardy bodies of men in the republic. 
Over across the ridge of the Sierras to 
Jie eastward is anchor "little" forest, 
containing 1,500,000 acres. 


Included in the areas of these four 


'orests are three national' parks. 
The 


>arks are smaller in area and are gov. 
ironed under different laws. 
They arc 


n charge of troops of cavalry during 
.he summer seasons, when they may he 
intored by tourists. Each of those na- 
-ional parks is in such rugged country 
.hat it can only be traversed by tourists 
<long tlie regularly constructed moun- 
aiu roads. 
Only the hardiest moun- 


aineers and mountain climbers can get 
n or out of the national parks on the 
W Indian trail. Each park has a for- 
mal and recognized entrance. There your 
tage is stopped by a detachment of sol- 
liers, you are obliged to register with 
. brief history of yourself and your 
easons for coming into the park and 
ho expected duration of your stay. Then 
he stage, or your private equipage, is 
'olitely but thoroughly searched by the 
oldiors. 
Every weapon with a barrel 


onger than 10 inches, is carefully wax- 
d and sealed with the seal of the Un- 
tod States. The seal is not to be brok- 
n while the weapon is inside the na- 
ional park without 
incurring severe 


icnalties. Thus has hunting been stop- 
-od within the confines of tho great 
'arks. 


Not ono of these great parks can be 


eachod hy direct railroad journey, but 
fter leaving the railroad it is necessary 
o enter along stage routes, over moun- 
ain trails, nnd in every case the jour- 
cy is a most exhausting one for the 
asn-sceking untraveling Eastern tou- 
ict. 


Unless thoroughly reconciled to sit for 
. day and a. time in a slow-moving 
pringless stage, enveloped for hours at 


time in blinding coluds of dust, while 


he stage slowly climbs the great Sierra 
fountains, and then crashing the top- 
,ost points of the ridges descends to the 
alloys below, all idea of visiting these 
utional parks should be abandoned. In- 
ido. of the park areas, and, indeed, as 
oon as you begin to ascend the foot- 
ills, there will have to be many camp- 
ng places. 
At most of these the best 


can be offered .is -a cot 
'a tent..

Forest Rangers Guard1' Parks. 


i Each'' of 'the forests "has its own^ pe-. 
uliar' organization 'of forest 'rangers. 
For general purposes each 'forest is or- 


district ranger and the assistant ranger 
During the summer seasons, when th 
underbrush is dry and there are man 
campers and hunters in the forests, th 
force of the rangers is augmented- by th 
employment of fire guards. Each' ma 
is expected not only to be able to pas 
a reasonably severe mental and physica 
examination, which^will establish him a 
fit, mentally and physically, to cope wit 
the dangers and hardships of the life i 
the'mountains, but he must have specia 
knowledge of the woods' and ihtimat 
knowledge of the new 
forestry 
an 


homestead and general land'laws bf'th 
country. The rangers are supplied wit 
neat uniforms of dark-green kahki. The 
wear soft, broad-brimmed hats, suitabl 
to keep the hot rays of the sun, of .th 
pelting mountain rains, out of their fa'c 
es. 
The bron/.e buttons of their urii 


forms carry tho insigna of the nationa 
forest service, and'the fronts of thei 
soft felt hats are emblazoned with th 
badge of service. 
. While permitted to carry firearms o 
any description it in a penitentiary of 
fenae and a violation of a solemn swor 
obligation, which he accepts when h 
enters the service, for him to kill an 
deer or other wild animal on any o 
the government reserves or in any ope 
country outside the regular and law 
fill hunting seasons. In addition to thei 
duties toward the Government of 
United States, the state swears the 
rangers in as fire wardens and also a 
game wardens. 
The rangers 
combin< 


these state duties with their 
nationa 


duties serving for the state witbou 
compensation. Every ranger has at leas 
two horses. 
One of these he rides on 


his long "hikes" or patrol duty throng! 
the national fore*]. 
On the other in 


weight of 100 pounds or less, he can ant 
does often iMtrry prorisions which wil 
last him for six weeks. 


Drives Out Live Stock Intruder* 


Day after day he travels over 
th 


mountain trails. Day after day he see; 
no human being, except at long interval* 
when he runs across prospectors or ad 
venturous campers or tourists or moun 
tain climbers. Sometimes when he skirti 
the edges of the national forests he meet; 
with cattle and sheep men. 
But those 


meetings are not pleasant ones, for al 
most invariably it means conflict in for 
cing out the livestock, which seeks the 
national forest as a 
desirable 
grazing 


country. As the ranger ascends every di 
vide, or mounts every ridge, his eyes con 
stonily sweep the sky line. Then they 
settle into the gorges and canyons below 
him, 
ever seeking for the thin blue anc 


gray wraiths of smoke which point to 
tho. places where forest fires have been 
started. Careless hunters or campers are 
constantly under surveillance. 
A care 


lessly deposited match or cast-off cigar 
ettc htump may in n few hours 
send 


great sheets of fire sweeping through thi 
underbrush and up the sides of mouu 
tain slopes, where the dry wild oate gives 
a fuel like tindpr to the names. Once 
started, almost incalculable damage maj 
be done in a short time. Stands of tim 
bor which it took nature a. century and 
a half to rear may be left barren wastes 
in a few hours. 


Great water flumes and power houses 


on the mountain suios are often in the 
line of firo, and unless the work of the 
ranger is careful and swift they 
art- 


swept under the blighting breath of the 
(lames. 
Tho individual ranger, through 


his long training in the mountains, can 
toll at a. 'distance of twelve, and in the 
higher portions of the Sierras, for twen- 
ty miles of the existence of the fires. He 
starts over almost impassable trails for 
the scone, stopping perhaps at remote 
telephone stations to summon help, if 
need be, from his companions for miles 
around. 


Heroes Made in tlie Mountains. 


Heroes are made in a day and in a 


night .here in the mountains. A true re- 
lation of sixty-four hours of severe fire 
fighting by the skilled rangers would al 
most surpass belief. That feature alone 
I shall make the subject of a future let- 
ter from this region. Such men as Capt. 
Elliott, Capt. Adams and Col. Shinn are 
unappreciated, undiscovered heroes of the 
woods, and protectors «r the public do- 
main for the use of future generations, 
whoso merits are yet unknown to song 
or ftory, but whose deeds will, some time 
in the future, form a literature of ita 
own. 


For fear' what has been written here 


may be misconstrued and the real prin- 
ciples of the government's forest policy 
may be misunderstood, it should be ex- 
plained that the national forests are not 
closed to proper exploitation or to the 


5 of the people. On the contrary the 


government welcomes tho. intelligent lum- 
berman. It points, out to him where he 
can cut trees, how many and in what 
manner, and cooperates with him in se- 
curing a maximum of profit for his la- 
bor. It welcomes the cattle and sheep 
men within the national forests. 
It 


shows where the choicest grazing lands 
may be found and the easiest woy to 
reach them. 


It does, however, insi:,t that the lum- 


bering operations be conducted with sci- 
entific regard to the preservation of the 
forests and that only the inature trees 
be cut, and the young trees be protect- 
ed in the lumbering process. It insists 
that the number of cuttle or sheep which 
each pasture land can. support during a 
stated season shall bo determined and 
only such number be permitted to enter 
the reserve. 
Again, it contemplates a 


reasonable compensation to the govern- 
ment for the returns reaped from the 
small lumberman or small 
cattle 
or 


sheep man getting absolutely the same 
advantages and protection accorded his 
larger and more resourceful associate.

Suicide, Released From Jail for Abuse 


This Morning, Hurried to Home of 


Father-in-law Near Corliss, When Ad- 


mittance 
Was 
Refused, 
Ended 


Life. 


Dramatically and within sight of his 


wife and her parents, Albert Hess, 35 
year's of age, committed suicide this 
morning, by cutting" his throat with a 
razor, the head being 
nearly 
severed 


from the body, hanging only by a shred 
of skin. The. act was committed at the 
home of Mrs. Hess' parents, in the town 
of Mt. Pleasant, a short distance from 
Corliss, where she and her. husband had 
formerly 
resided. 
Domestic, 
troubles 


caused the man to end bis life. 


For more than eighteen months Hess 


had been abusing his wife. Last Satur- 
day he assaulted her and was arrested 
and taken before Justice John T. Lee 
of Corliss, was found guilty and fined 
$5'and costs or five days in jail. Hav- 
ing no money he was committed to jail. 


Discharged This Morning. 


Yesterday afternoon, through attor- 


neys Storms and Fish, 'the wife of Hess 
commenced suit for divorce, charging 
cruel and inhuman treatment, and the of- 
ficers served papers on him at the jail. 
Hess appeared to be angry and at tbe 
"same time depressed, but said little. Ac- 
cording to prisoners in the jail he did 
hot sleep much during the night, pacing 
hia cell most of the time and talking to 
himself, apparently about his troubles. 
Early' this morning, his time having ex- 
pired, he was released 
from 
custody. 


Taking his things he left the office of 
the sheriff, hardly uttering a word. Evi- 
dently he went direct to Corliss and 
his home. 
Finding the'house shut up 


and wife gone, he went to the home of 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs;,CharIes Schvro- 
gel, where she was stopping. 


Wanted to Make Up. 


He. talked to his .wife, and wanted her 


to come «nd live with him again, but 
she refused. Then he coaxed her to re- 
turn with him to the home in. Corliss 
and again she refused, as she was afraid 
of him. Hess then left and walked to 
the house at Corliss, where he must have 
secured a razor, lor soon he returned 
to the ^chwogel fnrm and again asked 
to see his wife, but she would, not see 
him, 
fearing violence. 
He begged and 


pleaded, but she would not grant the 
interview and he paced up and down the 
front yard adjoining the house. 
The 


.wife was deathly afraid of him and her 
father and mother were also alarmed. 


Witness His Death.: 


Mrs. Hess and her parents watched 


him through a window. They were hor- 
rified to see'him suddenly pull a razor 
from his pocket, and deliberately slash 
his throat,.a great gush of blood follow- 
ing the act.- Hess -tell to the ground and, 
wa* dead when reached by the people in 
the house. • His head was nearly sev- 
ered. Dr. Valentine was also summoned. 
He empaneled a jury,- viewed tht-remains 
and the inquest was adjourned until to- 
morrow afternoon at 1 o'clock,. 


Lived in Caledonia. 


Mr. HCFS was born in the town 0"f 


Caledonia,' where his parents and "other 
relatives reside. Most of his early life 
was spent there. 
He 
married 
Miss 


Schwbgel and for the past 'six months 
they resided at'1 Corliss.1 At one time 
the husband held a position in Illinois 
"with the Chicago' &• Milwaukee Electric 
Railway. 
While at Corliss he was em- 


ployed by C. A. Br'o'wr..' People state 
that he abused his wife continually and 
that sh« refused .to stand it longer and 
had him "arrested .and commenced the di- 
vorce proceedings.:. Mrs.. Hess, .expects 
to soon become a. mother. ' 
. . 


It is learned this afternoon that Hess 


begged Sheriff Roberts to let him out 
of jail last night, claiming he had a 
job. The belief prevails that he intended 
to do hin wife harm when he attempted 
to get her .from her parents and back 
to their home.

complished the feat, as- the four hun- 
dred trees, containing fully three hun- 
dred bushels of peaches, will bear tes- 
timony. 
A pi-e.sa representative visited 


the farm yesterday and found "Ben" as 
he is known throughout the county, as- 
sorting the peaches which are being pick- 
ed by a. number of young men. 


What Mr. Bones Said. 


A number of Racine ami Milwaukee 


automobiles were there and the people 
circulated around the f:,rm and viewed 
the trees, at the same time talking to 
Mr. Bones. 
''Yes," said Ben. "1 have 


four hundred trees, all loarted, as you 
can see. I expect the yirld will reach 
300 bushels. 1 received the trees in the 
first place from Ottowa, Canada, and 


• i-tarter! in to ijrnw them, more as <m 


exp»Ti:iionf. than anything else, believ- 
ing that it could l>e accomyr.sh -d. They 
are n: the cling stone variety and I be- 
lieve, the most Mi'.-cessnil growth in the 
history of Wisconsin. They are in great 
demand, in fact I cnnnot furnish them 
fa«t enough for the market. They bring 
$1 a crate or $2 a bushel. 
So you see 


that while, other farmers are practically 
having no income for August, I am pick- 
ing up $500 or $600. 1 do not protect 
these trees in tho winter at all, in fact 
they nre exposed as other trees, , but 
I let the grass stand around them and 
never permit it to be cut. In addition 
to these peaches which ate attracting 
so much attention, I raised 300 crates 
of strawberries; having two acres of 
asparagus; hulf an acre of tobacco and 
two acres of cantelopes.

can. see a. nice orchard of apples." 


A Beautiful Farm. 


So'Mr. Bones has demonstrated to tho 


wise men of the west that peaches can 
be successfully grown in this state as 
well as in Michigan and other sections, 
Of course there is a possibility of rigid 
winters killing the trees and for that 
reason Mr. Bones is not anxious to en- 
courage other farmers to engage in the 
business for fear if it failed they might 
blame him and that is not tho way of 
•doing business. 
Mr. Bones has lived 


on. the farm he now occupies since ho 
was a year'old, it boing tho place his 
father; settled) in 1842. Ben went to the 
fBstriots schools in his boyhood days and 
is iflghtfully claused as one. of tho sub-

•breakfast fruit courso will be found in 
stewed dried figs. Figs, as we all know, 
nre especially beneficial in their effect 
upon the bowels.

Pulled figs are best. 
Wash them through several cold wa- 


tern, and then cover them with cold wa- 
ter. Add to each pound one bay leaf and 
soak overnight. 


Next morning put thorn, water and all, 


over the fire and bring'them very slowly 
to the boiling point. Lift the figs with a 
skimmer, boil down the sirup one-half 
and pour it over the figs. 


The figs may now be served as stewed 


fruit, or with plain or whipped cream.

Expects His Freedom, 


It was expected that Frank Wells of 


Kenosha, a cousin of the defendant and 
a prosperous business man, would fur- 
nish bond, but he did not do so. 
The 


prisoner expects to secure bond shortly, 
however.

found 'it impossible to furnish $5000 
bond to let him know und he, would con- 
sider whether 
he would 
reduce

"1 could furnish $3000 better than 


$5000," replied Wells, but Judge Quurles 
did not mako anv reduction.

chronic insane, in the Racine. County 
asylum, located at Gatliff. In the insti- 
tution there is nearly one hundred and 
twenty-five 
patients, 
including those 


from Racme and Kenosha counties and 
at large. ' Without a doubt the asylum 
is the finest and one of the most perfect- 
ly conducted in the entire state. 


The cost for care of chronic insane 


in nil of the county hospitals of the state 
as audited by the state board of control, 
one.of the members was here and in- 
spected the local asylum a short 
time 


ago, is $444,573.49. 


Of this amount the state pays $342,- 


063.84 and the counties pay $102,500.65 
Of the amount paid by the state, $54,- 
157.07 is paid for state at large patients, 
that is, patisnts which have no legal resi- 
dence in any county. 


State Pays Its Share. 


A county maintaining a county asy- 


lum is paid $3 a week a patient besides 
clothing bill for each patient cared for. 
Of this amount $1.50 a week and the 
clothing bill is 'charged back against the 
county from which the patient 
comes, 


and the. state pays $1.50 a week. Coun- 
ties operating asylums receive $1.50 a 
week from the state for each patient of 
that county cared for in the asylum. The 
total number of chronic insane patients 
in the county asylums averaged 4,300.

The 
perfect diet for those who are .neither 
faddists nor teetotalers is. announced as 
eight ounces of cooked . meat, .twenty- 
four ounces of bread, eight ounces of po- 
tatoes, two ounces of cheese, two ounces 
of bpcop, .one ounce of butter, half 
a 


pint of milk and one pint of beer a day. 
Green fruits are desirable additions 
to 


any diet. 


Clinging the Harness.—Despite the 


danger to which'they .'are exposed, from 
80,000 to 100,000 people' 'live upon 
the 


slopes of Vesuvius, besides 'the half-mil- 
lion inhabitants crowded 
into Naples. 


The reason is that the fertility of the 
soil is perennial, the peril only occasion- 
al. The volcanic ejecta- J.re rich in alu- 
mina, silica, magnesia, lime, potash and 
iron, which by their decomposition go to 
make splendid land. Some of the best 
vines in Italy grow on the skirts of Ves- 
uvius. If the volcano were away, not 
one-tenth of the many cultivators could 
subsist in the same area. 


Flaws In Meteorology.—Sounding bal- 


loons have just added appreciably to sci- 
entific knowledge upon which meteorolo- 
gy is baaed, says the London Globe. The 
International 
Aeronautic 
Committee, 


which has its center at Strasburg, and 
Count Hcrgescll as president, has been 
in the habit of sending balloons up week- 
ly for several years, and has just pub- 
lished an interesting report on the re- 
sults obtained. 
From this document it 


is clear that we have been wrong in sup- 
posing cold to increase as altitude in- 
creases. Up to about 30,000 feet this ap- 
pears to be the case, but beyond 47,000 
feet there are strata of varying temper- 
ature. Thus 67.7 centigrades was found 
at 47,000 feet, 29 centigrades at 54,000 
feet and 40 centigrade* at' 78,000 feet. 
This is the highest elevation ever reach- 
ed, and only one-balloon recorded it. The 
question now .antes as to the influence 
exercised by these upper warm strata on 
those lower strata, whence proceed our 
terrestrial storms of snow, rain, etc. 
That they do exercise such influence is 
certain, but its extent is beyond the pre- 
sent reach of meteorologists whose ob- 
servations arc confined within an alti- 
tude of about 17,000 feet.

Hibernating 
TIats.—Nearly all bats 


have the faculty of hibernating. Their 
hibernation, however, is not 
perfect— 


that is to say, that when the, warm days 
occur in the middle of winter they wake 
up, together with the insects which are 
their food. Still, theirs is a. true hiber- 
nation trance, differing from sleep, with 
very low rate of pulse, heart action and 
respiration. 
Probably they would 
en- 


dure immersion in water for an hour or 
two without drowning, as other hiberna- 
tors have been found to do. . 


In a Fog.—Nothing has such a bewild- 


ering effect as fog. Only animals which 
find their way by scent can get about in 
it with any certainty, says Chums. Birds 
are entirely confused by it. 
Tame pig- 


eons remain all day motionless and half 
asleep, huddled up, either in or just out- 
Bide their pigeon houses. Chickens re- 
main motionless for hours during heavy 
foga. No bird sings or utters a call, per- 
haps because it fears to betray its where- 
abouts to an unneen foe. 


During one very thick fog a blind man 


w.ia found wandering about a certain dis- 
trict of London. This man was in the 
habit of coming up every 'day from 
a 


suburb, carrying noted and parcels, and 
had scarcely ever lost his way 
before. 


Asked why he. had gone astray (for ho 
was quite blind, and it 
was supposed 


that weather would have made no dif- 
ference), he said that in a fog the ground 
"souuded quite differently." 


Grinding Machines.—An oldtimc ma- 


chinist entering on up-to-date machine 
sliop will notice many cliangca. /Among 
these he will seu that his old familiar 
friend, the grindstone,' to' which water 
was fed, has been superseded "• by 
the 


more serviceable emery grinder with au- 
tomatic water Supply," und other useful 
additions. The modern wet emery grind- 
er is of great service for general tool 
grinding. To get the bent results the 
wheel nnmt be kept true, and the rest, 
kept so close up to the whcal that the 
latter just clears it. In grinding tools 
with such a machine the tool is held in 
the hand nud is ground according to the 
skill of the- workman. There are, how- 
ever, machines by which the tool is fed 
to the wheel by means of a, mechanical 
device. In this way any.number Of tools 
may be ground to the Aorac angle, and 
there aie certain swivcling devices, so 
that the angles may ue changed . when 
required. For grinding rough 
castings 


and forgings emery and cwborumduiu 


wheels mounted on frames are now very 
extensively used. Work which in the old 
times used-to be done by a lathe tool is 
now done by the-grinder;.- The Universal 
grinder is applied .for .purposes other 
than that .of the common, tool grinder, 
and it is found that with tho Universal 
grinder it is possible to obtain cylindric- 
al surfaces far more accurate than they 
can be turned in a.lathe.., 


An Amphibious Automobile.—The old 


idea of a. wheeled vehicle that should 
run both on the land and in the water 
has been realized in a, recent invention 
.by a Frenchman named Ravellier, accord- 
ing to an article translated for the Lit- 
erary Digest. The body has the general 
form of a boat's hull of steel, with 
wheels on axles passing through water- 
tight tubes. .It.is driven by a twenty 
horse-power motor, with a speed-chang- 
ir.g axle so prolonged as to run a screw- 
propeller when the machine enters 
the 


water, while a rudder is controlled by 
the steering gear. Tbe boat will leave 
the water with its own power if the slope 
is not more than 13 per cent, but if 
greater than this, tackle attached to a. 
tree or rock and operated by a windlass 
in the bow is relied upon to draw the 
carriage from the water. 


Number of Visible Stars.—How many 


visible stars are there: To the. naked 
oyc between 4,000 and 5,000, but as we 
can see -only half the celestial 
concave 


at once, and as stars cannot be distin- 
guished near the horizon, the total num- 
ber visible at any one time does not ex- 
ceed 1,500 to 2,000. 
With the largest 


telescopes it has been thought 100,000,- 
000 may be visible. .Mr. Core jegards 
this number as an outside estimate. Hav- 
ing made a number of counts on the 
photographic print given in'the late Dr. 
Roberts' volume of stellar photographs, 
which include stars down to the seven- 
teenth magnitude, he finds that the aver- 
age number to tho square degree of the 
heavens is 4,137 in the milky way, 1,782 
near the galaxy and 409 in the non-gal- 
actic regions, and thus he arrives at a 
grand total of 64,184,757 visible stars— 
not including clusters and nebulae. This 
will allow 50.000,000 stars for the milky 
way. 
One rich globular cluster of 
the 


Centaur shows !!5,000 stars in a square 
degree. Obviously, then, -Mr. Gore's fig- 
ures must exclude many of the smaller 
nnd more remote stars. "It is now pos- 
sible," says Newcomb, "to 
photograph 


stars fainter than the smallest the eye 
can see in any telescope. There is no 
sign of any limit to the number. The 
total must be counted by hundreds of 
millions," 


About Gum Arabic.—Gura arabic. which 


forms one of the more important minor 
experts of Egypt, Is really the sap from 
a special kind of tree which grows from 
three to five vard* in bright, whole, for- 
ests of which are found in the Kordofan 
province, and nl-to near Gedid, in 
the 


White Nile province.. Tho natives aro 
free to collect the gum. The season dur- 
ing which the trees yield their sap runs 
from December to May. Prior to gather- 
ing the crop tho natives prepare the trees 
by slightly ratting the bark in numerous 
places. The sap then exudes, 
solidifies, 


in the xliape of largo and small lumps 
and is afterward gathered by hand, such 
gathering being done before the 
rainy 


season commences. There arc two main 
classes of gum—amber-like and bleached. 
In tnc latter the'gum is merely exposed 
to the strong action of the >un—gener- 
ally in Omdurman—while in the former 
instance it is allowed to retain its natur- 
al amber color. The confectionery trade 
is perhaps, the principal purchaser of gum 
arabic, though a very large number of 
other industries—chemical works, print- 
ing and dyeing mills, letter-press print- 
ers and so on—are interested iix this pro- 
duct of Sudan. At the present moment 
the Sudan article experiences great com- 
petition from the Senegal gum, while in 
certain 
trades dextrin—a 
substance 


manufactured from the starch extracted 
from the potato—replaces gum when the 
price of the latter is too high. The sell- 
ing price of gum arabic during tho last 
six vcars shows a heavv decline.

CORN FAILS TO TILL OUT 


Extremely 
Hot Weather Makes Some 


Ears Small and Weak.
